Professors and students were shocked yesterday to learn 
of the sudden _ death of Keith Callard, Associate Professor of 
Political Science and research associate in the Institute of Islamic 
Studies. Dr. Callard, who was only 37 years of age, died in 
Accra, the capital of Ghana, after a brief illness. 

Dr. Callard was on a year's 
leave from the University to pro- 
ceed with his studies in compara- 
tive government among the emerg- 
ing nations of Africa and Asia. 

Although a comparatively young 
man Dr. Callard had already es 
tablishcd himself as an authority 
on public administration and as 
the author of an important study 
Pakistan: A Political Study. 



McGill University has suffered 
a tragic loss in the stidden death 
of Professor Keith Callard, one 
of the ablest vicmbcrs of the DC' 
partmcut of Economics and Politi- 
cal Science since 1948, who was 
increasingly of recent years de- 
voted his time and thought to 
the problems of Pakistan, of South- 
cast Asia and of Africa. 

In aJdittoii to our deep sense of 
personal loss, because he was a 
close friend of many of ua, we 
ore saddened by the loss of his 
leadership in the developing pro- 
gramme of McGitl's interest in 
helping the Afro-Asian nations.

" These are names to reckon with In the annals of ihe 
Royal Institute for the Advancement of learning. Keith 
Callard will never have the chance now to join that 
honour roll. Only 37 years old, he died yesterday In the 
city of Accra. 

Despite his youth Professor Callard had established 
himself as a 'scholar of outstanding promise. His one 
published book "Pakistan : A Political Study" is already a 
standard text In Its field. When he died Dr. Callard was 
travelling on his second Rockefeller Foundation grant 
gathering information for a book on the comparative 
government of new nations evolved respectively from the 
English and French colonial empires. His colleagues were 
unanimous in their estimate of the potential brilliance of his 
career. 

Dr. Coilord's contribution to the University lay not only 
In his scholarship but also in his unique status as a 
member of both the Department of Economics and Political 
Science and of the Institute of Islamic Studies. His know- 
ledge and interest in this area has played a signifigant 
role in the evolution of McGilJ'^ own interest and prestige 
in the deeply important field""of Afro-Asian development. 

Scholar and pioneer. Professor Callard also maintained 
a lively and perceptive interest in affairs about him. As a 
frequent commentator or panelist on radio and television 
his incisive logic and reasoned manner were known to an 
audience far beyond the confines of his home University. 
Nor did he hesitate to answer the many demands made 
on his lime by a variety of campus organization and to 
add his special brand of warmth and sanity to countless 
panels, rafts and meetings. The Daily has had occasion in 
the past to express its thanks to members of the faculty 
for their encouragement and support of student extra- 
curricular activities and Dr. Callard was always in the 
forefront of that distinguished band. 

But it is, ultimately, as a teacher that Professor Callard 
made his firmest impression upon the students of McGill. 
Few of us were qualified to measure the depth of his 
scholarship or the scope and importance of his work but 
any student who took a course from Dr. Callard will feel 
themselves fortunate indeed that they passed through McGill 
during the far too brief tenure of this eloquent and lucid 
man. Keith Callard loved to talk about this subject and he 
made his listeners share that love. On thai mysterious grape- 
vine that rotes courses and professors for each incoming 
crop of students Poll Sci 211 G ranked as a "must" course 
and no one was ever disappointed with the choice. 

Dr. Mallory, head of the Department of Economics 
and Political Science, told us last night that the death of 
Professor Callard was not only a professional but a deep 
personal toss. Speaking for the students of McGill,. we too 
feel a sense of personal bereavement. The Daily joins with 
Ihe University, staff and students in expressing our profound 
regret at the loss of a teacher and a friend, a man who 
served McGill in the finest traditions of his profession. 

But The Daily would not like to let the matter rest 
here. We believe that the work from which Keith Callard 
was so abruptly shut off is and will continue to be of 
primary importance. We would like to see .concrete steps 
t-'-on so that Keith Callard's name will not fade and so 
that others may bo encouraged and assisted to carry for- 
ward the work that ho began.
